& lars' worth of whalebone stored
and guarded as jenlously ne if it were so
many twonty=dollar gold pleces or its
weight Jo precious stones, Tt is the
property of the Pacific Steam Whaling
Company and came off the whaling
bicks Beluga, Mary D. Hume, Agenor
and Amer'ea, lately in from the Aretio.

The buildiog is o perfect vault with |

birick and stone sides, iron roof aod iron
tloors.  All wround the top runs a per-
forated pipe by means of which the
whole intecior could be Hooded if & fire
should Ly any possibility break out.
Rats nre thick on the water front and
ean do & great deal of damnge to s cargo
of whalebone, so small iron doors have
been put in to answer as barricades when
the big ones ure opened to air the place.
(il sking such as the fire patrol use are
sprend over the cargo ax the fopal addi-
tionnl precaution that human ingenuity
can suggest.

The avinitisted on first stepping into
the cold, sheerless place, with Its damp
cement floor, are apt to wonder why it
bas all been done. The long black
